The lumber yard of Johnson & Wim- 
satt, Inc., at Twelfth and Water streets 
southwest, was reduced to an ash heap, 
A quarter of a million dollars worth

“You can say for me that the Baron, 
Capt. Koehl, and I will make the hop 
from Greenly Island to New York with- 
out a stop if that is possible.” 

Hopes that the trimotored Ford plane, 
piloted by Bernt Balchen, the Nor- 
wegian ace, and Floyd Bennett, of Byrd 
flight fame, might reach here today, 
rose high this morning after telegrams 
were received from Detroit, but the 
blizzardy weather -forced Maj. Fitz- 
maurice. who flew here yesterday with 
Duke Schiller, to advise the pilots in 
Detroit to wait until tomorrow. 

“Balchen and Bennett should get 
here by tomorrow night with luck,” he 
added. “That means we'll be able to

fly to Greenly with the stuff Saturday 
morning. With the baron, the captain 
and I all working on the Bremen, we 
certainly shall be able to repair the 
big plane in two days.

Fitzmaurice said that the big Ford 
piane will not find it necessary to use 
skiis to land at Greenly Island, where 
the Bremen anc its brave trio fell from 
slorm-rent heavens last Friday.

Parents Frantically Search in 
the Debris for Children 
at Chicago. 


Chicago, April 19 (A.P.).—Two school 
boys were killed and a score injured

Detroit, April 19 (A.P.).—A_ relief 
plane was groomed tonight at the Ford 
Airport for a take-off at dawn tomorrow 
to catry supplies and repairs to the 
transatlantic plane Bremen, disabled 
and stranded on Greenly Island in the 
frozen yorthland. 

The relief plane, a trimotored Ford 
airship, is to be piloted by Floyd Ben- 
nett and Bernt Balchen, Commander 
Byrd's former companions, who were to 
be accompanied by Thomas Mulroy and 
Charles J. V. Murphy, the latter a repe 
resentative of the New York World 
through which the North American 
Newspaper Alliance is sponsoring the 
expedition. 

The filers planned to make a nonstop 
flight to Murray Bay, Quebec and 
thence to Greenly Island to deliver 
parts needed for repairs on the Bremen 
to enable it to complete its trip to New 
York City. 

If they are unable to prepare the 
Bremen to take the air the rescuers 
plan to take the plane’s stranded crew, 
Maj. James Fitzmaurice, Capt. Hermann 
Koehl and Baron von Huenefeld, to New 
York. 

Mrs. Lindbergh’s Ship. 


The expedition was to be met at Mur- 
ray Bay by Herta Junkers, daughter of 
the builder of the Bremen, who is are 
ranging with Maj. Fitzmaurice for re- 
pair parts. The two German airmen are 
still on the isolated island. A German 
mechanic is to be picked up at Murray 
Bay, according to Balchen, who said 
that Miss Junkers may also fly with 
“hem to the island. 

The Ford plane, the same 
which Mrs. Evangeline L. L 
flew to Mexico City last Christmas, 
will carry approximately 500 gallons of 
gasoline when it leaves the airport, 

It had been planne: equip the 
plane with the gasoline tanks used by 
the Josephine Ford, which Commander 
Richard Byrd piloted his flight to 
the North Pole, but this plan later was 
abandoned. The plane will be ski- 
equipped at Murray Bay. 

Bennett and Balchen, who flew here 
yesterday from New York, had hoped 
to take off for Murray Bay today but 
were unable to make the necesary ad- 
justments on the plane in time to hop 
off. Weather conditions also were un- 
favorable and both pilots were sguf- 
fering from heavy colds.

Barrels of two pistols taken from 
Samuel T. Robertson, Bethesda carpen-

Fire Sweeps 1,000 Acres 
In Montgomery County 


Fanned by the wind yesterday, a 
brush fire started by unknown persons 
between Halpin and Rockville, a few 
miles east of Rockville, was almost in- 
stantly whipped into a conflagration 
that ravaged approximately 1,000 acres 
of valuable timber land before it was 
extinguished by the combined efforts of 
the Rockville, Kensington and Bethesda 
Volunteer Fire Departments.

Geneva Circles Assert Pact 
Closes a Serious Gap in 
the Covenant. 


WAY TO WAR IS OPEN 
NOW, IT IS ADMITTED 


Article 15 Leaves All Free to 
Act if Unanimity Is Not 
Reached on Dispute. 


Geneva, April 19 (A.P.)—The Ameri- 
Can peace pact proposed by Secretary 
of State Kellogg, in the opinion voiced 
generally in League of Nations circles 
tonight, strengthens “the covenant of 
the league, and does not weaken it. 

The American Consul, S. Pinkney 
Tuck, acting on instructions from 
Washington, has deposited with the 
league secretariat ten copies of the 
Kellogg note relative to a multilateral 
treaty for outlawing war. This action 
in transmitting the text to the league 
immediately started an intense discus- 
sion on the subject in league quarters. 
It is pointed out that the American 
project possesses immense value to in- 
ternational peace by closing a serious 
gap in the covenant. This gap would 
render war possible should the league 
council fail to reach unanimity con- 
cerning any dispute likely to lead to 
a rupture between nations. 

Article 15 of the covenant leaves the 
members of the league free to take 
whatever action they wish if the coun- 
cil is unable unanimously to agree on 
which party to the dispute is in the 
wrong. But if all the members of the 
league sign the American pact, it Is 
explained, they would be stopped from 
engaging in war, even when the cov- 
enent authorized war. 


Likened to Locarno Pacts. 


In other words, the Kellogg treaty 
would extend to the signatories what 
the Locarno pacts have accomplished 
in insuring peace ‘on the Rhine. 

The American move is regarded here 
as of such tremendoys importance to 
peace that hopes are expressed that 
the United States eventually will pro- 
ceed a step farther and arrange a meet- 
ing of the signatory powers when war 
looms as a menace, thus extending to 
the entire world what the signatories 
are already committed to do in. the 
Pacific under the four-power pact 
signed at Washington. 


French Project Circulated. 


Paris, April 19 (A.P.).—The French 
project, supplementing Secretary of 
State Kellogg’s antiaggression pact was 
cabled to the French Ambassadors at 
Washington, Tokyo, London, Rome and 
Berlin after approval by the French 
Council of Ministers today. It will 
probably be delivered to the various 
governments tomorrow morning. 

The French project, which is to be 
made public here tomorrow, follows the 
main lines of the Briand note sent to 
Washington on March 26. 

M. Briand is confined to bed, but 
his condition is declared not to be seri- 
ous. Premier Poincare personally pre- 
sented the project to the French cabi- 
net. 

Before British Dominions, 


London, April 10 (A.P.).—The Amer- 
ican note to the powers inviting British 
adherence to a multilateral treaty for 
the outlawry of war is receiving most 
careful and sympathetic consideration, 
said Godfrey Locker Lampson, under- 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, in 
the house of commons today. 

The note, he added, will form the ob- 
ject of conversations between the Brit- 
ish government and the dominions. 

The statement was made in answer 
to a question. 

Berlin, April 19 (A.P.).-—The cabinet 
has decided for reasons of courtesy to 
France to withhold for the present 
Germany’s official answer to Secretary 
_ of State Kellogg’s proposed pact to out- 
law war. 

A note from the French government 
on the subject is expected Friday. This 
will suggest that all the powers which 
have received Secretary Kellogg’s pro- 
posal enter into an exchange of views 
before replying to Washington.

SILENCE STILL UNBROKEN 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Asheville, N. C., April 19.—There has 
been no departure by Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith from thé policy of silence he has 
adopted for himself and consistently 
pursued with regard to the activities 
of his friends throughout the country 
to clinch what now appears to be his 
firm hold on the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. 

Despite the advice of several political 
counselors that he toss his hat into 
the ring and give public expression to 
his views on questions that will be- 
come “issues,” the governor, who is 
spending his spring vacation at the 
Biltmore Forest Country Club here, has 
declined to be drawn into any full dis- 
cussion of national politics. 

He even declines to mention the 
prospect of the nomination coming his 
way. When formally projected into 
the presidential campaign by the New 
York State executive committee Tues- 
day the governor refused to issue any 
formal pronouncement. He indicated, 
however, that he might make an offi- 
cial statement early in May, probably 
the week following the California pri- 
mary. Much depends upon the out- 
come in the Western State, his friends 
point out. 

The presence in Asheville of Joseph 
M. Proskauer, justice of the New York 
Supreme Court, lends much credence 
to the belief that a statement is now 
being compiled with a bearing on na- 
tional finance, the tariff and tax reduc- 
tion. Those who have followed Gov. 
Smith during his political career say 
the advice of Judge Proskauer is sought 


by him before issuing any campaign 
statement.

POLITICAL TREASURY RAIDS. 


Figures compiled by Representative Madden, 
of Illinois, chairman of the appropriations 
‘ committee, bring out in bold relief what might 
be the cost of a_ presidential year to the 
country but for the fortunate circumstance 
tat wiser heads prevent enactment of every 
political scheme evolved at such a time. Ap- 
propriations already made in the regular sup- 
ply bills total $3,105,245,230, which is an 
increase of only a little more than $20,000,000 
oyer the amounts appropriated at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. Another $2,000,000,000 
would be taken from the Treasury, Mr. Madden 
has stated, if all of the proposals now pending 
should be enacted into law. 

Excepting the flood control measure and the 
naval construction program few of the other 
bills may be considered beneficial legisla- 
tion. They are, in the main, of political 
origin. They are either frankly designed to 
assist the political fortunes of the proponents 
or intended to foist half-baked political and 
economic theories upon the public at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. Standing alone at an- 
other time the majority of them would be 
given but scant consideration. Launched inp 
a presidential year they take on new signifi- 
cance and attract log-rolling support that 
makes all of them potentially dangerous to 
any idea of governmental economy. 

The present Congress is more than usually 
susceptible to politics rather than statesman- 
ship. The free field in the Republican party 
has raised the hopes and warped the judgment 
of any number of senators and representatives. 
The opportunity of victory which the Demo- 
crats think they perceive has made them 
auxious to gather political capital in Congress. 
The slender majority held by the Republican 
party in the Senate and the operation of the 
bloe system have made it easy for political 
considerations to become paramount, 

The United States passed rapidly from the 
stage of the first $1,000,000,000 Congress to 
the point of appropriating $3,000,000,000 to 
carry on'its routine business. It is not ready 
for a $5,000,000,000 Congress. The taxpayers 
will not welcome profligacy or extravagance 
and the members of Congress responsible for 
such conditions will be the first to feel the 
Nation’s displeasure. 


SYNTHETIC GASOLINE. 


"Because Germany learned during the war 
what it: meant to be dependent upon other 
nations for raw material supplies, German 
sdientists and engineers turned actively to 
work upon development of synthetic processes. 
It has been genefally admitted that synthetic 
materials would be useful only in emergencies 
—that as long as natural resources held out 
atid the flow of trade were not estopped, sub- 
stitutes, generally speaking, would not be 
commercially practicable. Yet the German 
chemical cartel has announced that this year 
it. will produce synthetic gasolines at the rate 
of.10,000 tons a month, and that it will market 
this production in the face of the concerted 
drive being made by the United States, Rus- 
sid, England and Holiand to capture the Ger- 
man motor fuel market. 

“The German experiment may have an ap- 
preciable effect upon the oil markets of the 
‘ world. Obviously if a thoroughly satisfactory 
synthetic substitute is at hand, crude oil pro- 
‘duction will no longer be the dominant factor 
in the price of motor fuels. Of even greater 
-jmportance, however, is the fact that manu- 
fatturing costs invariably decline as experience 
is*piled up, and if synthetic gasoline can be 
produced today at a price no greater than that 
of the natural product, it is probable that be= 
fore long the synthesists will be able to under- 
sell the crude oil refiners,

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STATE DEPARTMENT REFORM. 


Representative Stephen G. Porter, chairman 
of the House foreign affairs committee, has 
introduced a bill providing for reorganization 
of the Department of State. The bill demands 
the most serious consideration. For years the 
State Department has been a whispering gal- 
lery of complaint. The fact that a small clique 
has been able to portion out to itself the best 
jobs can not be questioned, even though it {s 
difficult ta produce proof of specific incidents. 
The importance of rebuilding State Depart- 
inent morale is apparent. 

The Porter bill, according to its sponsor, is 
designed specifically to prevent favoritism by 
which a group in the diplomatic service might 
keep the best jobs to themselves and to pre- 
vent any interference by executive favor witb 
the advancement of career men. It would not, 
however, serve to prevent appointments from 
outside the service of capable men to 
diplomatic posts. The measure would

The merits and defects of the Porter bill 
will be brought out in hearings and debate.

A TEST OF MATCHES. 

Carelessly discarded matches have long been 
regarded one of the world’s greatest fire risks. 
The perverse household necessity often refuses 
to do what it is intended to do, but frequently 
it continues with equal stubbornness to burn 
long after it hag been cast away and forgotten. 
The problem of reducing the probability of fires 
from such causes has been tackled by the 
Bureau of Standards. Exhaustive tests have 
been held. Scientists have simulated the 
actions of a careless.person with a burning 
match and carefully checked the results, 

These experiments have shown that a match 
that has not been carefully extinguished will, 
when thrown down on or into inflammable ma- 
terial from a distance of 3 feet, result in fires 
in 50 per cent of the cases. The percentage 
was reduced as the distance increased. With 
this as a basis tests were conducted to reduce 
the hazard. Means were sought to lessen the 
time during which a match would stay alight. 
The useful life of a match was found to be not 
more than 10 seconds for its most complicated 
uses and half that time for ordinary services. 
Yet the average match will burn for 30 
seconds if not extinguished, 

The solution evolved by the Bureau of 
Standards is a waterglass coating over all but 
half an inch of the match’s length. Matches 
so treated burned for only about half the time 
and were found satisfactory for lighting pur- 
poses. In a world of large affairs the study of 
matches may seem a small thing, but it may 
result in a reduction in the annual fire.loss 
amounting to millions of dollars. 


KOR BETTER SCHOOLS, 


meeting of the Board of Education to discuss 
school needs for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1930, have adopted a resolution calling 
upon Congress to appropriate at least 60 per 
cent of the $8,000,000 still required to com- 
plete the five-year school building program 
and asking that the school building program 
be extended for at least another five-year 
period. In addition some 60 citizens made 
demands upon the board for additional class 
room and playground facilities in each of the 
thirteen school divisions, 

It is well that groundwork is’ being laid 
now for a concerted drive to obtain funds 
with which to complete the school building 
program. No excuses can be offered for the 
fact that the children of the National Capital 
do not have adequate school facilities. Wash- 
ington should stand as the model for the entire 
Nation. It not only does not occupy this 
position, but is far down in the list of Ameri- 
can cities in school facilities. 

Here is work to which the organized citizens 
of Washington should devote their attention. 
It is only natural that individuals and citizens’ 
associations should be tempted to appear be- 
fore the board with specific requests. Yet it 
would be far better if problems of this sort 
were left to the judgment and discretion of 
the board itself, which is able, because of its 
experience and position, to decide them from 
the city-wide standpoint. Much.effort in the 
past has been expended upon individual de- 
mands when it should have been directed 
toward focusing attention upon the more 
comprehensive problem of obtaining sufficient 
funds to make possible adequate development 
of the whole.public school system. 


MAPLE SIRUP—YUM YUM! 


John W. Sale and J. B. Wilson, chemists of 
the food, drug and insecticide. administration 
of the Department of Agriculture, are credited 
with having perfected a process for manufac- 
turing true maple flavoring. The process has 
been patented and given-to the public and is 
already being used by one large manufacturer. 
If it is all that is claimed for it. these two 
Government scientists should be remembered 
and rewarded by the gastronomic lovers of the 
Nation, 

Certainly nothing evolved heretofore has 
quite counterfeited the elusive taste and 


fragrance of real maple sirup. Hundreds of 


imitations of nature’s sweet handiwork have 


probably been put upon the market, but none 


of them up to the present has been able to 
Nor has there ever been 
quite enough real maple sugar and maple 
sirup to go round. The production of the 


north woods has supplied only a limited num- 
: ber of those who can not find the same 


’ 
pleas- 
- re a Ss ¢ > 
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ure from the use ‘of any other saccharine 


substitute. 

All flavoring extracts marketed formerly 
as maple flavor have been synthetic products. 
Most of them have been made from a num- 
ber of ingredients, the principal one in most 
formulas being fenugreek seed, an Old World 
plant of the bean family sometimes known 
as Greek hayseed. Other ingredients often 
used in making synthetic maple flavor are 
elm bark, celery seed, hickory bark, coffee, 
chicory and vanillin. The process devised by 
Sale and Wilson removes the sugar, leaving 
nothing but the flavoring constitutents. 

It may, therefore, no longer be necessary 
to establish direct connections with Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine to be certain of 
maple sirup that gives the proper reaction 
on the palate. There are certain other Ameri- 
can foods, such as waffles, flapjacks and corn 
fritters, that need maple sirup to set them 
off. Without the real article they are just so 
much nourishment, With it they are worthy 
of being mentioned in the same breath with 
ambrosia and nectar and are probably better 
than these fabled foods. 
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HENRY FORD'S FINANCES. 

The balance sheet that the Ford Motor Co. 
files each year with the Massachusetts com- 
missioner of corporations gives the public 
about its only insight into the financial] struc- 
ture of this giant of American industrial or- 
ganizations. Although the report does not 
give an accurate or comprehensive picture, the 
Ford Motor Co. is such a 'tight-mouthed or- 
ganization, divulging so little of its affairs, 
{hat the balance sheet is awaited with inter- 
est. This held true this vear in particular, in 
view of the shut-down of the Ford properties 
and the introduction of Model A. The balance 
sheet shows a decrease for the year ended 
December 31, 1927, as compared with the 
previous year of $42,786,000 in the profit and 
loss surplus, 

This does not mean-much, It indicates that 
the Fords drew against undivided profits to 
this extent for funds with which to produce 
the new car. It not, as many claim, 
indicate in the slightest degree the cost of 
producing that car. 3 

One item ‘alone may to prove how 
little these figures mean. While the Ford fac- 
tories were shut down for the purpose of in- 
stalling new machinery the company’s income 
did not stop. Model T’s still were being sold. 
Replacement parts for the cars then on the 
road were in demand. Funds in the bank were 
earning interest and its real estate wags in- 
creasing in value. Money was coming in every 
minute that was being poured into develop- 
ment of Model A. At the same time money 
was lost on sales that would have been made 
had production not been at a standstill. 

Six months ago it was common gossip that 
the Ford shut-down was costing in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000 a day, This probably 
was an exaggeration. Yet as a guess it is as 
good as any other, for it is likely that even

The combined resources of the 7,734 na- 
tional banks'in the continental, United States 
showed an increase in deposits of more than 
$2,400,000,000 on February 25 over the same 
date of the previous year, according to the 
report of the Comptroller of the Currency.

Great Histrionic Powers, as 
- Well as Operatic. 


CHORUS, IN CATHEDRAL 
SCENE, IS IMPRESSIVE 


“Romeo et Juliette” Given To- 
morrow Afternoon; “Tann- 
hauser” at Night. 


Feodor Challapin, basso of grand 
opera, sang, acted and conquered in 
“Boris Godunoff,” by Modeste Petro- 
vich Mossorgsky presented at Poll’s 
Theater yesterday afternoon by the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera Company of 
New York. 


This second grand opera of the series 
being sung here by the Metropolitan 
Company maintained the high stand- 
ards set in Wednesday night’s perform- 
ance of “Norma,” in which Rosa Pon- 
selle starred. 

Again the audience was brilliant and 
while not a capacity house, it was well 
filled. 

Challapin has appeared in “Boris 
Godunoff” in Washington before and 
lt is unquestionably one of his great 
operatic roles Admirably adapted to 
the requirements of the composition 
both physically and vocally M. Chalia- 
pin reads into it besides the genius 
of the great nation which gave birth to 
both himself and the composer of this 
national music drama. 


Slavic Music Heard. 


The pageantry, the weird melodies 
and the haunting dissonances of Slavic 
music make “Boris Godunoff" one of 
the most picturesque and intensely 
interesting of grand operas. It is an 
opera which gives much opportunity 
for choral work and there is a majesty 
about some of the musical passages 
which ts reminiscent of Wagner in the 
same mood. 

As usual, wherever Challapin was, he 
was the center of the opera. The audl- 
ence felt that his acting genius was 
as great as that of his vocal powers 
He has the uncanny power of throw- 
ing himeslif so completely into his role 
that one forgets that it is Challapin. 
the opera star, before the audience 
and is only the character he is de- 
lineating with such great detail.

His requiem song also was a master- 
piece of vocalization and a fitting end 
of a memorable afternoon grand opera. 

Armand Tokatyan as Dimitri was an 
admirable support to the star. He has 
a voice easily handled and expressive in 
phrasing and modulation. 

Julia Claussen as Marina was a leader 
in the feminine roles, and Ina Bour- 
skaya as the nurse was also effective. 
The interesting part of Xenia was well 
played by Ellen Dalossy, while Char- 
lotte Ryan as Teodoro presented an at- 
tractive picture of the tsarevitch whose 
fate for a time hung in the balance. 

Other characters capably delineated 
were Schouisky, by Angelo Bada; Tchel- 
kaloff, by George Cehanovsky; Borther 
Pimenn, by Ezio Pinza; Varlaam, by 
Paolo Ananian, and Missail, by Gilor- 
dano Paltrinieri. 


Example of Smoothness. 


Once more the perfect training of the 
Metropolitan singers was demonstrated 
in the absolute smoothness of the per- 
formance. It was a vivid example 1 
what grand opera really is in the best 
sense of the word. There were no un- 
certainties, each singer knew his or her 
part and knew it well, 


The mounting of the opera was most 
eluborate, the costuming and scenic 
eifects being of rare Leauty and showed 
the result of close fidelity to the pe- 
riods represented in the opera, The 
cathedral scene and that of the Hall 
ef the Duma in the Kremlin were of 
special richness of detail and stage ac- 
cessories, 

The ensemble did its full part in yes- 
terday’s opera. In the cathedral scene 
the glory chorus was of tremendous vol- 
ume and wealth of tonal beauty. Sev- 
eral of the monks’ choruses with swell- 
ing choral passages also deserve special 
mention. 

Orchestra Great Success, 


The orchestra of 67 musicians met 
every demand of the exacting score 
most adequately under the precise and 
gifted baton on Vincenzo Bellezza, who 
again conducted after his outstanding 
success with “Norma” on Wednesday 
night. Signor Bellezza fully deserves 
the high reputation he enjoys as a 
Metropolitan conductor, and under his 
direction the opera moved swiftly and 
surely to its great climax. 

There will be no performance today, 
but on Saturday there will be two grand 
operas sung by the visiting company. 
In the afternoon “Romeo et Jullette?’ 
by Gounod, will be given in French, 
with Lucreziz. Bori 1s Jullette, and the 
tenor, Benjamin Gigli, singing the Ro- 
meo role. 

Louis Hasselmans will conduct that 
opera and at night the iinal perform- 
ance will be “Tannehauser,” by Wagner 
with Lawrence Tibbett as “Wolfram” 
and Florence Easton singing “Eliza- 
beth.”

Them From 4 to 41/2 Per 
Cent on Own Initiative. 


AVE SEPARATE REASONS 


(Associated Press.) 

?Two Federal Reserve Banks—Boston 
and Chicago—yesterday increased their 
refliscount rates from 4 per cent to 4% 

cent. This represents two re- 
discount rate increases by these banks 
simce the first of the year, Chicago 
having raised its rate from 344 per cent 


4 per cent on January 25, with the 
other eleven reserve banks following its 
lead until a uniform rate of 4 per cent 
ws established on March 27. 

{Officials declined to predict whether 
the other banks would follow the 
pfesent course of the Boston and Chi- 
cago banks, explaining that the in- 
song were made on their own initi- 
ative without prompting from _ the 
Féderal Reserve Board. They admitted, 
however, that before the anouncement 
of the increase was made the rate ques- 
tidn was discussed late yesterday at a 
board meeting which was attended by 
Secretary Mellon, ex officio chairman. 

‘Two separate reasons were given for 
the Chicago and Boston increases. In 
Boston, the Reserve Bank officials 
deemed an increase advisable because 
of evidence of borrowing there for use 
in New York. This practice, officials 
said, departed from the region policy 
of the Federal Reserve System, and the 
rate increase was a remedial weapon 
to drive the borrowers back to New 
York. 

If a similar situation should develop 
in. some other region, officials saw a 
possibility of a like rate increase. Some 
evidence of outSide borrowings have 
been noticed in Philadelphia, they said, 
but it had not reached the proportions 
where an increase was regarded as nec- 
essary. 

The Chicago increase, officials said, 
was made to meet the local rate as 
over-the-counter rates have been 414 
per cent for some time. They made it 
plain that the Chicago bank had in- 
creased its rate of its own accord, and 
had no connection with the controversy 
that broke out last fall between the 
Chicago bank and the Federal Reserve 
Board, when the latter ordered-the Chi- 
cago rates reduced from 4 to 3% per 
cént to conform with the then prevaii- 
ing rate of the other reserve banks. 

In addition to the increased rate, the 
board also announced that brokers’ loans 
held by New York Federal Reserve 
members banks had increased during 
the last week by $134,531,000, standing 
at $4,129,001,000, the highest since the 
record-breaking figure of $4,640,000,000 
was reached last. March 31 


Exchange Seat Price 


Is Raised to $395,000 


New York, April 19 (A.P.).—Value of 
membership on the New York Stock 
Exchange soared to $395,000 today with 
the announcement that arrangements 
had been concluded for the sale of a 
seat at this new record figure, which 
is;an increase of $20,000 over the pre- 
vious high mark. 

The identity of the purchaser at the 
new record price will be revealed next 
Thursday, but the stock exchange 
made known later that the membership 
of S. Cliffton Mabon had been bought 
for $390,000 by Milton Mensch shortly 
before the higher transaction had been 
atranged.

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NEW YORK EXCHANGE 
TO CLOSE SATURDAY 


Curb Market Also Votes Holi- 
day So Clerks May Catch 
Up in Work. 


New York, April 19 (A.P.).—-The board 
of governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change today voted to close the ex- 
change next Saturday to allow member 
firms to clear up an accumulation: of 
clerical work resulting from the recent 
string of 4,000,000-share days. Offices 
of the exchange and of member firms, 
however, will remain open to transact 
routine business, 

This will be the third special holiday 
by the exchange since the present 
“bull market” began on March 9, trad- 
ing having been suspended on Good Fri- 
day and the succeeding Saturday. 

New York brokerage houses never be- 
fore have been so congested with ac- 
ent time. Clerks have remained at their 
cumulated clerical work as at the pres- 
desks late into the nizthts without clear- 
ing away the extra work resulting from 
the enormous volume of business on 
the exchange. In many instances the 
clerical forces have returned to their 
offices on Sunday in a vain effort ‘o 
catch up. 

Since the Good Friday recess, the 
market has recorded seven 4,000,000- 
share sessions and a 2,000,000-share Sat- 
urday, with an aggregate of sales reach- 
ing well over the 35,000,000 mark in 
ten days. 

The Curb Market also voted to sus- 
pend trading on Saturday to permit .ts 
members to catch up on their work. 
Private dispatches to Wall street de- 
clared that exchanges in other centets, 
including Chicago, would not be open.

Cleanliness, 
as in all ailments, takes its part in this. 
The ten-minute foot bath, in which 
the feet are soaked in warm water with 
a handful of powdered borax or alum 
sprinkled into it, has a soothing effect 
and tends to soften the calloused parts 
of the foot. Ichthyol salve, 25 per cent, 
if applNed nightly and covered with a 
bunion or callous pad, reduces the in- 
flammation in bunions and chilblains. 
A little foot powder—or even talcum 
powder—sprinkled into the shoes keep 
feet that perspire in a more comfortable 
condition.

HEREDITY VS. ENVIRONMENT. 


N theory practically all of my adult 

readers are behaviorists. [n prac- 

tice some are neither believers in 
forces of heredity or of environment. 

Again and again in.our correspond- 
ence I have discovered, outside of the 
descendants of those who tied the boat 
to Plymouth Rock, that the majority 
have little interest in the factor of 
heredity and a tremendous faith that 
all are created free and equal. To them 
the son of a laborer will do as well, jf 
given half a chance, as the professor’s 
offspring. 


Dr. John Watson, the noted exponent 
of behaviorism, rules out the inheriting 
of talent, mental characteristics, skill 
and general capacity. ‘These things’’+- 
mentioning specifically temperament, 
mental constitution and characteristics 
—‘‘again depend on training that goes 
on mainly in the cradle. The behavior- 
ist would not say. ‘He inherits his fa- 
ther’s capacity or talent for being a fine 
swordsman.’ He would say: ‘This child 
certainly has his father’s slender build 
of body, the same type of eyes. His 
build is wonderfully like his father’s. 
He, too, has the build of a swordsman.’ 
And he would goon tosay‘* * * and 
his father is very fond of him. He put 
a tiny sword into his hand when he was 
a year of age, and in all their walks he 
talks sword play, attack and defense, 
the code of dueling and the like.” A 
certain type of structure, plus early 
training—slanting—accounts for adult 
performance.” 


And yet what puzzles me is that the 
group.of readers who bank so much on 
environment will, in the next breath, 
tell me in speaking of a bad boy: “His 
father never was of any account. He 
drank, chased around nights and finally 
deserted his family. Isn’t it true that 
this boy has inherited his traits and 
that cure is hopeless?” 

Another group will put the question 
this way: ‘The girl is thoroughly bad 
She inherited it from her mother. We 
are going to send her off to a private 
school. ‘That will cure her, will it not?” 

This much can be said: First, we 
raise flowers and trees on the basis of 
good seed and purchase dogs and cattle 
on pedigree. Second, we read with 
eagerness and grab with astonishing 
aiacrity the theory of behaviorism when 
applied to our own lives. Can both 
procedures be right? 

John Smith holds the town record 
as a booze hound. He is rough with 
his wife, abusive to the children, negli- 
gent in everything. His wife is a weak 
woman physically and lives in fear of 
the hound. The home has few conven- 
iences, little money, no books, no table 
etiquette. It is worse than a pig pen 
Vhat will the son be like? If he turns 
cut badly will it be inheritance or en- 
vironment or both?

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RAY IS NEAR 
COLLAPSE

King of Milers Finishes 
Third to Demar in 
Marathon.

battle against heavy odds to estab- 
lish himself in a new role. 


The laurels went to Demar, who 
established beyond question his su- 
premacy in winning this thirty-first 
Boston classic for the sixth time since 
1911 and for the fifth time in the last 
seven years. 

Along with it went the American 
championship for 1928 and a certain 
berth on the Olympic team that will 
seek international honors later in the 
summer at Amsterdam. 

The glory went to Ray for the cour- 
age with which he overcame obstacles 
and stuck it out to finish after fully 
two thirds of the record-breaking field 
of 284 starters had found the pace too 
fast or the route too rough. 

For the last ten miles of the race 
Ray ran on in spite of blistered feet 
that tortured him and regardless of a 
cramp that threatened to put him out 
of the race entirely for the last five 
miles. With all hope of overtaking De- 
mar gone and only the honor of a 
place in sight, he ran on what seemed 
like sheer nerve, 

Carried into the Bcston A. A. club- 
house, semiconscious and completely 
exhausted aiter finishing. Ray remain- 
ed in a state of virtual collapse for 
full a half hour. But it was not long 
before his customary cheery smile re- 
turned. 

“It was the toughest, race I ever had,” 
he said. “But I knew I could finish. 
I'm all right and i’m going to stick to 
mara‘thoning. All that was wrong with 
me was lack of conditioning and 
enough experience at this game. I'll 
run the Long Beach Marathon at New 
York next month and make the Olym- 
pic Team. My one remaining ambition 
is to win an Olympic championship 
and I think I can dp» it.” 


Joie’s time of 2 hours 41 min- 
utes and 56 4-5 seconds, it should 
he noted, was only a minute and 
a half slower than the record that 
Demar set for the same course 
last year, 

Demar was the real pacesetter. Over 
the first five miles, he was content to 
let a tall, gangling youngster, William 
T. Simons, of Needhom Heights, Mass., 
keep the lead. For the next twelve 
miles of the grind Demar had the com- 
pany of another persistent outsider, 
William Wilson, of the Meadowbrook 
Club, Philadelphia, until Wilson fal- 
tered on the long grades of the New- 
von Hills. Wilson, however, finally fin- 
ished seventh. 

Ray, always keeving the leaders in 
sight, varying from 150 to 300 yards 
behind, remained in a contending po- 
sition until about the 20-mile mark. 
Going into the first of the series of 
hills through Newton little Jole ac- 
tually began to pick up ground. He 
passed the tiring Wilson at 19 miles 
,}and seemed to be go'ne strong, but the 
biisters and the hilis ftinally took their 
toll. Demar was in his element over 
those testing final miles, His occasional 
emile, as he doused himself with fre- 
quent cups of water, secmed to reflect 
his enjoyment in conquering these 
formidable vistas.

IN DEMPSEY 
TRIAL 


Fistic Lights. Attend 
as Kearns’ Suit for 


$701,026 Opens. 


EW YORK, April 19 (A.P.).—The 

legal extravaganzi of Jack Demp- 

sey and Jack Kearns, featuring 
an argument over $701,026.66, opened 
with a dress rehearsal today before 
Judge John C. Knox, in: United States 
district court. Adjaurnment was taken 
until tomorrow morring after a half- 
hour session, during which the jury 
was chosen. 

Fistic luminaries thronged the court- 
room. Kearns, who piloted Jack to the 
championship, charges breach of his 
contract with Dempsey and seeks to 
recover one-third of the former title- 
holder's earnings from 1923 through 
Dempsey’s losing title fray with Gene 
Tunney in 1926. 


The judge, busy on another case, 

kept the contestants fidgeting in 
their corners almost three hours, 
During the wait Dempsey auto- 
graphed countless cards, talked 
with reporters, chatted with Tex 
Rickard, and swapped surreptitious 
glares with Kearns, once his in- 
separable pal, 
Squtre. Garden 
Members James A, Farley, 
lam Muldoon, and Brower, of the New 
York State Athletic Commission: Billy 
Gibson, manager of Gene Tunney, and 
many others prominent in the fight 
circles, are called as witnesses. 

The jury was chosen within 30 
minutes after Judge Knox appeared, 
only two challenges were made, both 
by Kearns’ attorneys. One man re- 
jected was a fight fan.who had seen 
Dempsey in action. The other dealt 
in stock of the Madison Square Garden. 

Only one member of the jury finally 
chosen ever has seen a prize fight. 

Kearns’ first attempt to share 
Dempsey's recent earnings resulted in 
a voluntary nonsuit in Newark, N. J., 
last fall. Recently Dempsey’s former 
manager was given permission to file 
an amended petition to his original de- 
mand for $333,333.33 damages.

Bus Line Reports 
Increased Revenue 


The operating deficit of the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit Co. was only $1,533 
in March, as compared with $8,378 in 
March, 1927, according to statistics filed 
with the Public Utilities Commission 
yesterday. E. D. Merrill, president of the 
company, issued a statement saying that 
increase in gross and net revenues was 
partly due to increased bus fares during 
the year and partly to more attractive 
equipment and service. 

Gross revenues were $48,533. Operat- 
ing expenses were $47,545, Interest was 
$3,159. Net revenues after taxes and al- 
lowance for joint operations was $1,626. 
Revenue passengers carried totaled 476,- 
116. The number of bus miles operated 
was 150,744.

CAPITOL PLAZA PLANS 
MADE BY COMMISSION 


Report to Senate Next Week 
Is Likely—Some Railroad 
Tracks to Be Rerouted. 


HOTELS ARE T0 BE RAZED 


Plans for enlargement of the Capitol 
Grounds and development of a plaza 
between the Capitol and Union Station 
were made yesterday, at the first meet- 
ing of the newly appointed Capitol- 
Plaza Commission, which probably will 
report to the Senate next week. 

In detail the plans include rerouting 
of street railway tracks so they will 
run south on First street northeast, in- 
stead of Delaware avenue and landscap- 
ing plans calling for an elevated plaza 
with fountain in the center, between 
New Jersey and Delaware avenues, B 
and C streets. 

The C street railway tracks will not 
be disturbed, it being contemplated 
they shall run under a terrace, and at 
the corner of Delaware avenue and CO 
street there will be an underground 
station connecting with the Senate Of- 
fice Building. Underneath the plaza 
will be a large garage for Capitol auto- 
mobiles 

It has not yet been decided whether 
a new boulevard connecting Unfon 8Sta- 
tion with Pennsylvania avenue will run 
southwest to Peace Monument or to B 
street. If the latter route is selected, 
purchase of four squares in addition to 
private property already acquired will 
be necessary. Razing of temporary 
war-time Federa’' nastels on Federally 
owned land in the vicinity of the im- 
provement will begin during the year, 
and it is hoped to start landscaping 
work on a preliminary appropriation tn 
the second deficiency bill. Drawings 
for the improvement have been pre- 
pared by the firm of Bennett, Parsons 
& Frost, of Chicago

SCHOOLS WILL HELP 
REBUILD WAKEFIELD 


Officials Give Permission for 
Pupils to Contribute 
$5,000 to Fund. 


A voluntary collection for the re- 
building of Wakefield, the birthplace 
and early boyhood home of George 
Washington, will be taken in all of the 
schoo!s of the city April 30, as the 
result of a request made to the Board 
of Education nearly three months ago 
by the Wakefield National Memorial 
Association, under whose auspices the 
reconstruction project is planned. 

It was necessary for the board to set 
aside its rule against solicitation of 
money from public school pupils, to 
permit the collection to be made here, 
in connection with the general fund 
being raised throughout the United 
States. The Memorial Association now 
plans to rebuild the Wakefield House 
by 1932, and dedicated it as part of the 
celebration of the two hundredth an- 
niversary of the birth of Washington. 

“It ts suggested that no general cam- 
paign for the solicitation of funds be 
made by officers and teachers, but that 
pupils be advised that voluntary con- 
tributions from them will be received 
by the teachers.” Superintendent of 
Schools Frank W. Ballou said yesterday 
in notifying the schools of the board 
action. Contributions here in schools 
are expected to amount to $5,000. 
Mrs. H. L. Rust, president of the asso- 
ciation, will present two pictures of 
George Washington to the-two schools 
turning in the largest contributions.
